CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) (AW A), as 
described below. 


Date of Violation: April 2, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.130 Minimum age requirements. No dog or cat shall be delivered by any person to 
any carrier or intermediate handler for transportation, in commerce, or shall be transported in 
commerce by any person, except to a registered research facility, unless such dog or cat is at 
least eight (8) weeks of age and has been weaned. 

You transported, in commerce, puppies that were not at least eight (8) weeks of age. 

Date of Violation: April 2, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.132(d) Procurement of dogs, cats, and other animals; dealers, (d) No dealer or 
exhibitor shall knowingly obtain any dog from any person who is required to be licensed but who 
does not hold a current, valid, and unsuspended license. 

You knowingly obtained dogs from at least two individuals who were required to be 
licensed but did not hold current, valid licenses.

9 C.F.R. § 2.130 Minimum age requirements. No dog or cat shall be delivered by any person to 
any carrier or intermediate handler for transportation, in commerce, or shall be transported in 
commerce by any person, except to a registered research facility, unless such dog or cat is at 
least eight (8) weeks of age and has been weaned.

9 C.F.R. § 2.75(a)(1) Records: Dealers and exhibitors. Each dealer, other than operators of 
auction sales and brokers to whom animals are consigned, and each exhibitor shall make, keep, 
and maintain records or forms which fully and correctly disclose the following information 
concerning each dog or cat purchased or otherwise acquired, owned, held, or otherwise in his or 
her possession or under his or her control, or which is transported, euthanized, sold, or otherwise 
disposed of by that dealer or exhibitor. The records shall include any offspring born of any 
animal while in his or her possession or under his or her control.

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $11,107. 
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
